Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 4 (step g), "step e)" 
should be — step f) — . Examiner notes that there are no temperature limitations in step e. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Preston et al. 
(5,616,838)(hereinafter Preston). 

a. With respect to claim 1, Preston teaches a method of measuring a mass flow of a 
cryogenic liquid/LNG dispensed through a primary meter (84,86) and a compensating 
meter (58) comprising the steps of: a) measuring a first characteristic of the cryogenic 
liquid/LNG with the primary meter (84,86); b) measuring a second characteristic of the 
cryogenic liquid/LNG with the compensating meter (58); c) calculating a density of the 
dispensed cryogenic liquid/LNG using the first characteristic from step a) and the second 
characteristic from step b); and d) calculating the mass flow of dispensed cryogenic 
liquid/LNG using the density from step c) (Col.l, line 61 - Col.2, line 4). 

b. With respect to claim 2, Preston teaches a method wherein the first characteristic 
of step a) is a change in pressure across the primary meter (84,86) and the second 
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characteristic of step b) is a frequency of cryogenic liquid flow through the compensating
